Th
first coachmun, with the family closec
enrringe, if rainy, and with the
wigonetle, if in fine weather, brifigs
the titled guests from the station, traps
following after with the luggage; and
the groom, with;apgther, carringe, at-
tonds to the guosts! saryants, ord's
vilet and milady’s waid meet the arriv-
ing guests ut fho castle entranco and
conduct them ot onee to the drawing-
room,where the hostand hostess raceive
and welcome thom;' but thoy are not

delpyed,  in ‘Lwlnri. aliown . to
their apartments. Meantime  ithe
housekecper ia nitending to

the guests’ servants, Every gentleman
brings hig valet and every lady her
mullt and often herown footian, unless
an express request. to the contrary hos
been made in the 'Q\.','xlf_qu. YED i
iting valet ig_assimed it room¥inthe
servants' hall, and Jodies' maids are pro-
vided with separate ronms, nsually en-
gtiite with their mistresges' apgriments,
There are fow of the British tastlesor
country seats that are not able to house
from forty to one hundred guests, with
a eepurate apartment [for. pach, and
gqual nccommodations in tlia serygnts'
hall for guests' servants. Theservice
in all respects docs not naterially differ
from that in our Lest-class sgmi-private
hotels: save -that each occupant of the
castle hos the exclusive attention of his
or hor own servant, in addition’ to the
general gervice of the castle, nlways on
call at any hour of the day or night.
